Peter  is  14  years  of  age  and  has  been  Game  Fishing  since  the  age  of  eight.

All  are  members  of  both  the  Sydney  Game  Fishing  Club  and  the  Cairns  Game

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Turning  back  the  clock 

We  are  indebted  to  veteran  Waverley 
and  Tattersall’s  Club  member  Bob 
Lindsay  for  the  following  interesting 
item. 

Bob,  who  responded  to  our  request 
for  articles  for  Tattersall’s  Club 
magazine,  has  sent  a  cutting  from  the 
official  journal  of  the  R.N.S.W.  Bowling 
Assocn.  “Bowls”. 

“Members  of  Oatley  who  have  been 
reading  in  the  Journal  about  the  badge 
background  of  various  clubs,  believe 
that  none  is  more  steeped  in  early 
NSW  history  than  their  own. 

Oatley  Bowling  Club  and  the 
district  bear  the  name  of  James  Oatley, 
watch  engineer,  who  was  transported 
to  NSW  for  life  in  1815.  Governor 
Lachlan  Macquarie  granted  Oatley  a 
conditional  pardon  in  1817  for  his 
work  in  installing  the  clock  at  the 
Hyde  Park  Barracks,  and  he  was 
appointed  overseer  of  the  Town  Clock. 

James  Oatley ’s  clock  was  placed 
above  the  commemorative  stone  which 
bears  the  inscription  L.  Macquarie, 
Esq.,  Governor,  1817. 

The  stone  still  remains  in  its  com¬ 
manding  position,  overlooking  Queen’s 
Square  in  Sydney. 

Records  indicate  that  Oatley 
conducted  a  successful  business  as  a 


watch  engineer,  and  was  actively 
associated  with  Francis  Greenaway, 
Government  Architect  of  early  Sydney. 
In  recognition  of  his  services  to  the 
colony,  Oatley  was  granted  470  acres 
of  land  adjacent  to  Georges  River. 

At  a  public  meeting  held  in  Oatley 
Park  on  December  27,  1959,  to 
consider  the  formation  of  a  bowling 
club,  the  suggestion  was  adopted  that 
its  emblem  should  be  in  the  form  of  a 
clock,  and  that  the  hands  be  set  at  15 
minutes  past  10  to  indicate  the  precise 
time  the  meeting  was  opened;  the 
leaves  supporting  the  clock  faces  are 
meant  to  show  the  setting  in  which 
this  meeting  was  held.

Next  day,  upon 
entering  the  club,  Ray  enquired 
whether  his  son  liked  the  trains.  Back 
came  the  reply  “Don’t  be  silly.  I 
wouldn’t  let  HIM  play  with  them  .  .  .

CHICKEN  a  la  BOURGOGNE 

INGREDIENTS: 

2  lb  chicken 

6  small  mushrooms 

3  oz  butter 

1  dessertspoon  flour 
1 2  button  onions 

3  oz  bacon 

2  shallots 

6  tarragon  leaves 
!4  teaspoon  nutmeg 
1  lirueur  glass  brandy 
1  pint  red  burgundy 
salt  &  pepper 

METHOD: 

Split  chicken  in  two.  Sprinkle  the 
chicken  with  salt,  pepper  and  the  flour.  Melt 
the  butter  in  a  casserole  add  sliced 
mushrooms,  bacon  cut  into  small  cubes  and 
the  onions.  Fry  for  3  minutes,  then  add  the 
chicken  and  brown  it  lightly.  Add  shallots, 
tarragon  and  nutmeg.  Stir  well.  Pour  in  the 
brandy  and  the  wine.  Simmer  gently  for  30 
minutes.  Serve  with  boiled  potatoes  or 
boiled  rice.  Serve  for  2  persons.

SCOTCH  EGGS 

INGREDIENTS: 

2  lbs  Hamburger  Mince 

2  eggs 

1  onion 

salt  &  pepper 

flour 

egg 

breadcrumbs 

METHOD: 

Mix  mince  meat,  finely  chopped  onions, 
1  egg,  salt  and  pepper.  Boil  and  shell  the 
hard  boiled  eggs.  Roll  a  W*  thick  meat 
mixture  around  the  eggs.  Put  eggs  in  flour 
then  into  beaten  egg  and  breadcrumbs.  Deep 
fry  till  golden  brown. 

Serve  2  eggs  cut  in  half  per  person  with 
creamed  potatoes  and  vegetable.  Maybe 
served  with  salad  if  desirable. 


WINES  OF  THE  MONTH 

This  month  we  repeat  the  previously 
selected  wines  of  the  month  of  last  issue. 
The  popular  demand  of  these  wines  has 
influenced  management  in  this  decision  to 
continue  this  selection. 

Gentlemen,  whilst  on  this  point,  I  would 
sincerely  advise  that  members  do  not  leave 
their  Christmas  requirements  to  the  last 
minute  with  the  uncertainty  of  bottle  and 
canned  beer  regular  supplies.  I  suggest  you 
stock  up  a  gradual  reserve. 


ANGOVE’S  SAUVIGNON  BLANC  1975 
Sauvignon  Blanc  is  a  grape  variety  of  French 
origin.  This  wine  is  vintaged  from  the  grapes 
grown  in  Renmark  in  the  River  Murray 
District  of  South  Australia.  Controlled 
fermentation,  and  racked  under  cover  of 
C.O.2  the  wine  is  bottled  early  and  retains 
crisp  grape  flavour,  and  bouquet  of  the 
variety. 

LEO  BURING’S  BIN  33  RIESLING  1975 
The  1 968  vintage  was  the  first  wine  marketed 
under  Buring’s  Black  Label  Bin  33,  and  the 
proceeding  vintages  have  continued  to  be 
“tops”.  A  consistent  wine,  of  green-gold, 
colour,  tending  toward  a  deeper  gold  with 
bottle  age,  with  a  delicate  freshness,  full  of 
fruit  flavour. 

PENFOLD’S  HUNTER  VALLEY 
SEMILLON  1974 

Full  of  flavour,  soft  and  well  balanced, 
producing  a  White  Burgundy  style,  made 
from  Semilion  grapes  grown  in  the  Hunter 
Valley.  This  wine  will  continue  to  develop 
with  bottle  maturation. 

LINDEMAN’S  ROUGE  HOMME  CLARET 
1971 

Produced  from  Shiraz  grapes  grown  at 
Lindeman’s  “Rouge  Homme”  vineyards  in 
Coonawarra  South  Australia,  and  matured 
in  small  oak  casks  prior  to  bottling.  The 
vineyards  were  planted  in  1908  and  have 
continually  produced  wine  full  of  flavour, 
light  and  delicate,  with  clean  tannin, 
astringency  on  the  palate. 

ORLANDO  BAROSSA  CABERNET  1968 
A  full  bodied  red,  made  from  Cabernet 
Sauvignon  and  Hermitage  grapes,  producing 
a  robust  red  table  wine  of  good  combination 
of  oak,  cabernet  and  shiraz  fruit  flavours, 
with  a  firm  tannin  finish. 

PENFOLDS  GRANGE  HERMITAGE  1970 

The  “Grange”  was  established  in  1952  and 
has  become  recognised  as  one  of  Australia’s 
finest  red  table  wines. 


Noel  is  the  son  of  Dr.  Peter  and 
Deidre  Magnus,  and  grandson  of  the 
late  Sydney  restauranteur  and  gourmet 
Walter  Magnus. 

Noel  intends  to  follow  in  hisfather’s 
footsteps  in  dentistry. 

Walter  was  a  dentist  in  Germany 
and  Spain  prior  to  immigrating  to 
Sydney  in  1937. 

October  and  November  1976  are 
exciting  months  for  the  Magnus  family.

Play  throughout  this  year’s  Tatter- 
sail’s  Plate,  small  court  handball’s  most 
coveted  trophy  for  singles  events, 
produced  great  contests  with  two 
relatively  new  players  to  Tattersall’s 
Club  providing  the  match  of  the  year 
in  the  final.

Reg  was  determined  to  win  against 
Ron  and  was  content  to  keep  the  ball 
in  play,  a  ploy  unacceptable  to  Ron, 
who,  while  attempting  to  play  winning 
shots,  was  forced  into  errors. 

Charlie  Robinson  was  beaten  in  an 
excitingly  close  tussle  by  Noel  Vella, 
from  Tamarama,  and  Ray  Hopkins  was 
the  winner  of  a  very  close  match 
against  Jim  Campbell,  a  Coogee  Giles 
stalwart.

BOWLS  PROBLEM 
PHIL  TO  THE  FORE 


A  plan  to  split  the  State  into  32 
divisions  for  the  purpose  of  playing 
Association  Championships  and 
pennants  was  deferred  by  the  NSW 
Bowling  Association  to  the  July 
annual  meeting. 

This  was  done  on  the  advice  of  Phil 
Goldman,  Tattersall’s  bowler,  and  the 
Association’s  hon.  solicitor. 

One  delegate  demanded  and  said  “I 
cannot  accept  the  solicitor’s  ruling. 
The  motion  deals  purely  with  the 
playing  of  bowls  and  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  State  Constitution.  For  far 
too  long  we  have  put  up  with 
procrastination  in  the  matter  of 
reorganisation”. 

Phil  replied  “The  motion  could 
have  a  considerable  effect  on  the 
formation  of  the  Zones.  The  Zones  as 
set  out  in  the  Constitution  might  have 
to  be  amended,  and  it  is  therefore,  a 
Constitutional  matter”. 

Subsequently  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
although  181  votes  for  it  and  128 
against,  the  motion  was  lost  because 
the  matter  had  been  declared 
constitutional  and  therefore,  required 
a  two-thirds  majority  to  be  passed. 

It  was  stated  that  309  votes  were 
cast,  and  206  in  favour  was  the  figure 
required  to  carry  the  motion. 

Phil  also  figured  as  a  representative 
of  the  R.N.S.W.B.A.  versus  the 
Parliamentary  Bowls  Club  in  the  1976 
annual  contest.  However,  rain  limited 
play  to  15  ends  but  that  did  not 
prevent  Phil  from  joining  in  the  spirit 
of  good  fellowship  throughout  the 
remaining  ends  —  which  were  played 
in  the  Club  house.
